=j OW atlaft, God being fauourable vnte 
U our Countrey of France, hath pleaſed 
co grant what wee moſt deſired fo long 
ſince; and thoſe thicke clondes which 
ſeemed to obſcure the luſtre of our 
Country, and had as it were conſpired 
to kill the fruite thereof in the very bloſſome, are 
now ſcattered and blowne ouer, ether with the 
bad influence which threatned vs, God in his ſecret will 
permitting that two of the moſt mighty and potent King- 


domes of Chriſtendome, ſhould be vnited together, by 


the moſt glorious Marriage that euer was ſeene in the 
world. Therefore now our Invincible King Lewis the 


uff, muſt needes promiſe to hitmſelſe all felicity, glory and 


happineſſe heaped vpon him by this Vnion. 
Whar great contentment hath France, and Great Bri- 
taine profit, to ſee themſelues fo inſeparably vnited, by a 


more vndiſſoluable knot then the Gordian, and by afriend- 


ſhip better cimmented together, then the Stones of the Ba- 
by Semiramis?

The Solemnixation of the Marriage 
any enemies be found ſtrong enough to ſhake two ſo flou+ 
laing Kingdomes, which deriue their greatneſſe from 
heauen, and their. limits from the circumference of the 
Globe: Let all good Frenchmen nowthen reioyce, at ſuch 
time as the aduerſaries of our State, trembling with amaze- 
ment and feare, haue their very ſoules affficted with ſo 
goodly an alliance: And that I may leaue an eternall me- 
mory thereof vnto all poſterity, I will moſt ſuccinRly here 


declare, the magnificent triumphes and true manner of 


this happy marriage. 


O Thurſday, the 8. day of May, the King came 
forth into his Chamber, and there appeared like the 
glorious Sunne, out- ſnining the other Starres, having his 
Queene with him, his ſecond light: the Prince his onel 
brother, my Lords the Dukes of Nemours, and of 
beuf, the Marihals of Vitry and Baſſempiere, with other 
Lords of his Court, and ſent for the Ladie his Siſter, Who 
came thicher accompanyed with the Queene her mother, 
the Princeſf.s of Conde and of County; the Dutcheſſes of 
Guiſe, of Cheureuſe, and Elbewf, with many other great 
Ladies. Her Gowne was of cloth of gold and ſiluer, all 
poudered ouer with Flower-deluces of gold, and enriched 
with many Diamonds,and other precious ſtones , and her 
traine was borne vp by the yong Ladie of Burboy. 

As ſhe entred into the Kings Chamber, with a Maieſtic 
correſpondent to her birth,my Lords theEarls of Carlile & 
Holland, Embaſſadours for the King of Great Britaine, came 
likewiſe alſo in, as richly clad as can poſſibly be expreſſed, 
giuing vnto the King the Contract of Marriage, which 
was read alowd by the Lord Chancellour, after the King 
had agreed vnto the Couenants. This done, the Ambal- 
ſadours with-drew themlſciues into the Duke of Cheureuſe 


his Chamber, which yas onerthe Kings, and having com- 


municated 
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of the King of Great Britaine, &c. 
municated the Contract vnto him: He forthwith repaired 
vnto his Maieſtie, accompanied with the aforeſaid Am- 
baſſadors, and many other great Lords, apparelled in a Sute 
of Blacke, the Paines whereof were all garniſbed with Dia- 
_— and the very tags of his points were enriched with 
the like, | 

Being come before his Maieſtie, he preſented vnto him 
his Procuration, and the power which the King of great 
Brittaine had giuen him, which was inſerted at the end of 
the faid Contract. which the King ſigned, and the Lady, 
both the Queenes, my Lord the Duke of Cheares/e, and 
the Lords Ambaſladors likewiſe. This done my Lord the 
Cardinall De la Roche Fawcault made them ſure, after the 
manner accuſtomed. 

Now as ſuch an vnion as this could not be performed 
without great pompe, and infinite ioy and contentment: 
So our Ladies Church was choſen for the Ceremonies of 
the accompliſhment of the Marriage and was bung with 
rich tapiſtry and cloth of Gould and Siluer Tiſſue. . 

Then was there a faire and long Gallery raiſed , 4 
ning at the entry of the Archbiſhops pallace, and reached 
even vnto the Quire of the ſaid Church: This gallery 
was vnder-propped with many pillers, which were couer- 


ed at the top with Violet-colour Sattin, embrodered with 


golden Flowre-deluces,and below. with faire fine lynnen, 
trimmed with waxe, through this ſame paſſed along all the 
Ceremonies of the Marriage as followeth. 
Firſt, the hundred Suiſſers of the Kings Guard, clothed 
in his Maieſties Lyuery, their Drumbe beating and their 
Enfigne diſplayed, After them 12. Haullois clothed in the 
likelyuery,which rauiſhed the hearts of the hearers. Then 
eight Drumbes covered with the like, which were ſo luſtily 
beaten vp, that the moſt coward courages were animated 
with the noyſe thereof. ! 1

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All the hearers. Then followed. Monſicar de Rbedes, 
Maifter of the Ceremonies, brauely opparetes, * T 


accompanied. After him marched my .ords the Knights 
of the Qrder of the Holy Ghoſi, lg iſtering with precious 
ſtones. Then came ſeauen Heraulds of Armes with their 
Coats of Red Crimſan Veluet, powdered all ouer with 
golden Flower-deluces: - . ; B Es 

Then followed them my Lords of Fitzy and Baſampiere, 
Marſbals of France: After them my Lord the Duke of 


Elbeaf.: Then my Lord the Duke of Ghenresſe, apparelled 
in a Sute of Blacke-Cloath, cut and lyned with cloath of 


Gould, with a Cap alſo of cloath of Gould, and ou his 
head a Iewell, which dazelled the eyes of the beholders, a 
Scarfe ſpotted all over with Roſes of Diamonds, with a 
ſhore Cloake all imbroidred with Gold,and powdred with 
precious ſtones. 

Then followed both'my Lords the Ambaſſadors Ex. 
traordinary of the King of Great Brittaine; &c. clad in 
cloth of ſiluer. | . 

Then came the King of Frauce, ina garment all imbroi., 
dred with Gold and Siluer, holding the Lady his Siſter in 
his right hand, who had a crowne-vpon her head, and her 


Gone powdred all ouer with Flower-deluces of Gold: 
And Auunſicur the Kings Brother on the other ſide, who * 


led her in his left band, being very brauely accoutred.
